State prison. 

talph Hammond, Jefferson City 
inanager of the Goddard Grocery 
(‘o., testified he and others found 
the shortage in the stock when 
they were called in to take the an- 
nual inventory early in 1926. 
mond said that when 
the shortage nisin phd to Enloe, the 
“little doctor” ld him he was go- 
ing to consult a goon of who 
Was an expért in such matters. 

The “expert” proved to be Ben 
Harrison, proprictor of a Spring- 
ffleld cash-and-carry grocery, which 
has enjoyed a swift growth during 
the Enloe administration. His plan 
to explain the shortage was to al- 
low deductions for shrinkage and 
other losses. Enloe, Hammond tes- 
tified, prepared a report explaining 
the $15,000 shortage as Harrison 
had suggested. 

Refused to Sign Report. 

Hammond declared he would not 
sign the report because there was 
no basis for the deductions. Ham- 
mond had never made the report 
and the shorta as far as {fs 
known is still unexplained.

As a specific example of prefer- | 


ence of purchases by the prison, 
Hiammond cited one occasion on 
which he quoted rice to the prison 
at $6.35 a hundred weight. He 
said Enloe “stood him up" on the 
appointments to discuss the pro- 
posed sale. But later J. EF. Ruwart, 
present prison purchasing agent, 
testified 20,000 pounds of rice 
were bought from the Jefferson 
City Produce Co. at $7.50 a hun- 
dred weight and 300 pounds at $7. 

Ruwart was questioned about 
telegrams to Ben Harrison, who is 
chairman of the Greene County Re- 
publican Committee. Several of 
them asked for quotations on food- 
stuffs, although prior to the Enloe 
administration his store appears to 
have enjoyed only a local business. 

Other wires asking quotations on 
carload lots of potatoes were di- 
rected to J. H. Harrison in care of 
Ben Harrison and purported to be 
signed by Ruwart as purchasing 
agent. But Ruwart, who has ad- 
mitted that he held his job in 
name only and that buying was 
handled by Enloe, declared he was 
sure he had not sent the wires. 
The telegrams also included one 
proposition to be signed by Enloe 
and indicating he was going to 
meet Harrison to confer on a pur- 
chase, 

Presents Written Statement. 


Hammond, recalled to the stand, 
showed the committee a written 
statement which he said was 
prepared by Enloe and suggested 
to Hammond as explaining the 
commissary shortage. The state- 
ment also included an explanation 
of a shortage of 6000 gallons of 
gasoline which was declared miss- 
ing because of errors in the han- 
dling of requisition. 

J. A. Yates, a saiesman of the 
Amos-James Grocery Co. of 5t. 
Louis, testified he seldom had an 
opportunity to make bids on sup- 
plies. Once, he said, he made an 
appointment with Dr. Enloe, hop- 
ing he could get an explanation of 
the attitude of the purchasing de- 
partment in failing to ask for bids.

It was Goldfield, re 
member, that built a hotel of dignity and defiant 
beauty on its highest hill adequately to play the host 
to the American Mining Congress.

decides to clean house and out goes
